Minnesota held a primary election last week in which a 
few more voters than the multitude of candidates went to 
the polls, and out of the small wave of ballots cam e nomina­ 
tions for the highe.-it offices in the gift of the people of that 
state, all by a comparatively few voters. 
Some 160,000 voters took part in the M innesota primary 
election. 
About 1,237,203 are (|ualificd to vote, according 
to the census of 1020. 
Two-thirds of the voters apparently 
did not care who was nominated for Governor and United 
States Senator in Minne.sota, did not appreciate the respon- 
silalities, did not care enough for the welfare of their state 
and their nation to see that men were nominated for high 
offices who might be depended upon to give efficient and 
loyal service. 
The figures show that about .seven per cent of the voters 
< f Minnesota nominated Mr. Schall as the Republican can­ 
didate for Senator. 
About four per cent of the citizens over 
21 years old named Floyd Olson as the Farmer-Labor can­ 
didate for Governor in that state. 
What has happened to the primary? 
How much is 
gained when four percent of the voters nominate a candidate 
:i:t compared fo the convention system when a sm aller per 
cent, but a repre.sentative body chosen probably by a larger 
number of citizens, names candidates? 
In the Minnesota 
,‘firi. of primary umiuestionably it is the candidate, with pub­ 
licity and organization, who names him self. 
In a convention 
at least the party selects the candidate, and the party can be 
held responsible eo the people. 
North Dakota has a primary election on Wednesday. 
In 
the past ;i heavy vote has been cast in North Dakota prim­ 
ario^. a heavier vote than in any other states. 
This is to 
IFii' credit of the citizens of North Dakota. 
But with a prl- 
lii.ary election ahead on W ednesday, there is complaint among 
pi litical leaders of various factions <d’ apathy among the 
v<tters. 
Is it possible that North Dakota voters, like those 
(d' Miniuisota, have become disintere.sted in politics, have de­ 
cidid they will not participate in the primary at which can­ 
di l.drs for ilu> liighest offices in the state are named?

A medical authority tells us that, w hile it is n sk y to 
make an abrupt change in the warm th o f garm ents, the 
usual cause of spring epidemics of cold is th is : 
During the w inter germ s have*accumulated on sidewalks 
and streets which are used as municipal cuspidors. A s warm 
weather comes, the dust in the streets dries and begins float­ 
ing around in the air. 
This dust carries the w inter crop of 
germ s with it. 
The germ s lodge on mucous membranes o f nose and throat. 
An epidemic o f colds follows. 
One would not be immune even if he wore a germ-filter 
over mouth and 'nostrils. 
It has been scientifically proved 
that germ s can enter the body through the eyes. 


The popular notion is that a period of w et weather starts 
an epidemic of colds. 
As a m atter of fact, more colds are 
“caught” during dusty warm spells. 
The germ s are held in check by the resisting powers of 
the body. 
In damp or rainy weather, people get their feet ^ 
w'et. 
Or they get chilled by changing too quickly to light­ 
w eight garm ents and other ways. 
This chilling lowers the 
body’s re.sistance. 
' 
The germ s, which entered ythei body before clothes were 
changed, or during colder or drier weather, now begin to 
m ultiply. 
The result is a severe cold. 


Som e health authorities claim that colds in cities could 
be reduced at least by half if streets and sidewalks were 
flushed with w ater from hydrants to carry germ-laden dust 
down the sewers. 
Instead, cities w ait until the'dust is dry, 
then sw eep’it— partly into heaps for collectors, but also into 
the air where it is 'breathed into nose, throat and lungs. 
It wouldn’t cost much to get the fire hoses out and give 
the streets and sidewalks a thorough cleansing — a virtual 
sterilization, in fact. 
A few w ise cities do this. 
The same process applies to the home. Germs are carried 
in on the shoes. 
They collect in rugs. 
Sweeping w ith a 
broonp stirs them into the air. A vacuum cleaner for sweep» 
ing aild-a w et cloth for dusting are powerful health pro­ 
tectors.

Instead, cities wait until the dust is dry, 
tfiensweep'i^-partly into heaps for collectors, but also into 
the air where it is breathed into nose, throat,and lungs.
